(a)  Except as provided in [subsection (b)] SUBSECTIONS (B) AND (C) of this
section, a member’s contribution rate is 6% of the member’s earnable compensation.

(b) THE CONTRIBUTION RATE FOR AN INDIVIDUAL WHO BECOMES A
MEMBER ON OR AFTER JULY 1, 2012, IS 8% OF THE MEMBER’S EARNABLE
COMPENSATION.

(C) After 16 years of service as a member, a member does not make any
further contributions.

SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That the Laws of Maryland
read as follows:

Article — State Personnel and Pensions

27-202.

(a)  Except as provided in [subsections (b) and (c)] SUBSECTION (B) of this
section, a member’s contribution rate is [6%] 8% of the member’s earnable
compensation.

(b) [The contribution rate for an individual who becomes a member on or
after July 1, 2012, is 8% of the member’s earnable compensation.

(c)] After 16 vears of service as a member, a member does not make any
further contributions.

SECTION 3. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That Section 2 of this Act shall
take effect July 1, 2013.

SECTION 2- 4. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That, except as provided in
Section 3 of this Act, this Act shall take effect July 1, 2012.
